Wade Frischknecht and I had the pleasure of visiting with one of Utah’s pioneer metal detectorists, relic hunters and marble collectors 
this month. His name is Bentsen Moss and he invited us to his home to see his amazing collection from over 40 years of relic hunting and 
collecting. Bentsen was a great host and his collection was truly an impressive sight to behold. He has meticulously cataloged each item and 
neatly displayed everything museum-style in glass cases, displays and cabinets. 

Our purpose visiting with Bentsen was to discuss his passion for marble collecting. At one time Bentsen had one of the largest and most 
impressive collection of marbles in Utah! Bentsen is known in the National marble community and was recently interviewed about marbles 
by Chase Pipes, a YouTube videographer from Tennessee. As Wade and I interviewed him for our club video this month, we learned more 
than we expected about marbles, relic hunting and Utah history. It was quite an experience to spend over 4 hours together with Bentsen and 
we’re hoping to go back soon.

For those who don’t know, a “bourse” is the public area at a oat 
coin show of any size where the buying and selling of coins, paper money, exonumia (medals and 
tokens), books, and other items takes place. According to Merriam-Webster, "bourse" is also the name 
for a European stock exchange and literally means “purse" in middle French. In a typical coin show 
bourse, dealer tables are formed into several large rectangles, splitting the floor and creating aisles for 
collectors and other attendees to walk and view the dealers’ inventories.

Bylaws and Amendments

| encourage everyone to familiarize themselves with the club bylaws. This fosters more inclusiveness 
and clarity. It is a great way to fully understand what the club is for, and how it is run. 


Bylaws are similar to a constitution; they are the governing document that outlines operating 
procedures for an organization. Making changes, or amendments, is also similar to making amendments 
to a constitution. Changes shouldn’t be taken lightly, as the bylaws were carefully and thoughtfully 
crafted by the founders of the organization. Robert’s Rules of Order shall be used during the process, to 
ensure it is run smoothly and according to law. Each amendment will be addressed separately. 


Proposed amendments need to be brought before the Board at one of their regular meetings, which 
typically take place immediately following the general meetings. A Board Member will motion to discuss, 
and another will second. The board will discuss whether the amendment is warranted, and how it 
should be worded and placed. Once these details have been sorted out, the Board will vote to bring the 
proposed amendment before the General Membership. Proposed amendments will be emailed to the 
membership at least 10 days before the next General Meeting. At said meeting, a member will motion 
to amend the Bylaws, another will second, and the amendments will be open to discussion. Once all 
thoughts have been carefully considered, there will be a motion to close discussion, and another to put 
the amendments to vote. All adults in attendance with current membership cards are eligible to vote. 
Any amendment with 2/3 membership vote in favor has been ratified, and said amendment will be 
formally added to the Bylaws. 


The most important part of the club is the people, and it is important for the people to be involved and 
heard. Please feel free to bring any questions or concerns to the Board. We'll see you at the meeting.

1. Exhibits must be entered in one of the following categories: 
1. Tokens and Medals 4. Junior 
2. U.S. and/or Foreign coins 5. Hand-held collectibles (spoons, bottles, etc.) 
3. Currency and Stock Certificates 

2. The point system used in the judging of the exhibits are as follows: 


35 pts...:... Information measured in terms of educational value to the viewer. 
30 pts s..c224: Arrangement and originality, manner of presentation. 
15 ptssscn Completeness, range, scope, and variety of coverage shown by the exhibit 


as it relates to the exhibit title or theme. 
10 pts........ Condition, quality of exhibit material compared to the highest known quality 
of like material. 
10 pts........ Rarity. (considering condition of exhibit material) 
3. Awards will be given by the Exhibit Chairman to 1st and 2nd places in each category, People’s 
Choice, and Best of Show. All other exhibitors will receive a participation award. 
4. Exhibitors must be a member of one of the Utah Coin Clubs. Exhibitors may have only 
one (1) exhibit per exhibitor. Entries will be accepted on a first-come, first-reserve basis 
according to these rules until all available space is allocated. Applications will be accepted 
until ONE (1) Hour before the show begins. 
5. Exhibits must be set up by 10:00 A.M. on the first day of the show (APRIL 8, 2022). 
Take down and Clean-up may begin at the earliest TWO (2) HOURS before the show ends 
and must be complete at the latest by the time the show ends. The show will end APRIL 9, 
2022 at 7:00 P.M.
